News has been received here 
that Hulda Wilson, serving with 
the army nurse corps on the 
British Isles, was recently pro¬ 
moted from lieutenant to cap¬ 
tain. Captain Wilson, daughter 
of the late Charles and Freda 
Wilson, graduated from the Pet¬ 
aluma high school and the Uni¬ 
versity of California School of 
Nursing She was office nurse 
for Dr. Rundall when she volun¬ 
teered for military duty in the 
spring of 1942. While on duty 
at Fort Ord, she was chosen to 
go to San Francisco to learn the 
Sister Kenny method of treating 
infantile paralysis, and she gave 
a demonstration of this treatment 
for the doctors and nurses at 
Fort Ord. 

She left for the British Isles 
in February, * 1944, where she 
worked in a hospital, being soon 
promoted to first lieutenant. Re¬ 
cently she took the place of the 
head nurse when she was away 
on vacation. 

Raymond Wilson, on duty with 
the army in France, recently 
spent a five day furlough visiting 
with his sister.
